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TOWN MEETING, HELD MARCH 6, 1911. 


Agreeable to a Warrant issued by the Selectmen of Belling- 
ham, dated Feb. 20, 1911, and proper returns made thereon by the 
Constable, the legal voters met in the Town Hall, March 6, 1911, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, and proceeded to business by the 
Clerk reading the Warrant and calling Article 1: ‘To choose 
a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

And choice was made of Warren E. Fairbanks. 

Article 2. To bring in their vote on one ballot for the fol- 
lowing Town Officers: Town Clerk for one year; Town Treas- 
urer for 1 year; 3 Selectmen for 1 year; 1 Overseer of Poor for 
3 years; 1 Assessor of Taxes for 3 years; 1 School Committee for 
3 years; 4 Constables for 1 year; 2 Library Trustees for 3 years; 
3 Fence Viewers for 1 year; 1 Tree Warden for 1 year; 1 Cem- 
etery Committee for 3 years; 1 Collector of Taxes for 1 year; 1 
Auditor for 1 year. Also on same ballot to answer the following 
question: “Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor in this town?” ‘Yes’ or “No.” ‘The polls to be opened 
at 10 o’clock a. m. and may be closed at 2 o’elock p. m. 

At 10.10 o’clock, the balloting commenced. ‘The election 
officers appointed by the Selectmen all were sworn by the Clerk, 
also cards of instruction and penalties, and sample ballots were 
posted in their proper places before the polls were opened. The 
Election Officers you will find on page 4. At 12.15 a recess 
was voted until 1 o’clock from the work they were on. Balloting 
continued. At 1.15 p. m. the Moderator and Town Clerk 
thought it advisable to open. the ballot box and took out 100 bal- 
lots for the tellers to commence their work on. At 2.40 o’clock, 
50 ballots more were taken from the box. Voted to close the polls 
at 3.30 o’clock. The polls were closed at that time, and the 
check list audily counted and 165 names found checked, alike on 
both lists and same number taken from the box. ‘The ballots 
were canvassed by the tellers, the Clerk read the result of the 
ballot and the Moderator declared the election of the Town 
Officers for the ensuing year. 
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Article °3.. At 11.45. o'clock, this article was “takemmeem 
Town Clerk’s report voted to accept as printed. 

Auditor’s report voted to accept as printed. 

Selectmen’s report voted to lay the same on table, later taken 
from table and accepted. 

Report of Committee on New Vault and Alterations on 
Town Hall voted to accept and extend the committee a vote of 
thanks.

Tree Warden report voted to lay it on the table, later taken

Memorial Day committee report voted to accept as printed. 

Assessors of Taxes report voted to lay same on the table, af- 
terward taken from the table and voted to accept. 

Tax Collector’s report for 1903 voted to accept; also report 
for 1904 voted to accept. The 1905 report voted to lay on the 
table. The.1906 report voted to lay on the table. The 1907 
report voted to accept. ‘The 1908 report voted to accept as print- 
ed. The 1909 report voted to accept as printed.  Thes19i0ire= 
port voted to accept as printed. Afterwards the tax report of 
1905 and 1906 were taken from the table and voted that the Col- 
lector for 1905 and 1906 use the authority of a Town Treasurer.

into the town treasury by June 1, 1911.

Article 8. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow in anticipation of taxes. Voted the Treasurer authority 
to borrow money not to exceed $10,000. 

To see if the town will authorize its collector to 
use all means of collecting the taxes, which a Treasurer has, when 
appointed a Collector, and to establish a Collector’s salary. 
Voted to. give him the authority of Treasurer, and his salary be 1 
per cent. of all taxes committed to him. 

To see if the town will allow any bills that may 
be presented. No bills presented. 

Article 11. To see if the town will vote to pay for surety 
bonds for Treasurer and Collector, or act or do anything thereon. 
Voted to pay such bonds to the amount of $8,000. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to accept or reject 
the By-Laws as presented by the Committee to draft such laws 
for the town, or act or do anything thereon. Voted to pass over.

The Selectmen issued their warrant for the Town Meeting 
to be held Nov. 7, 1911, to elect officers for the place that nomi- 
nations were made for Sept. 26, also to answer Yes or No to 
the following questions. Amendment to the Constitution, au- 
thorizing the use of voting machines at all elections (Chapter 75, 
Resolves of 1911). Amendment to the Constitution, increasing 
the power of the legislature to authorize the taking of land and 
property for highways or streets (Chapter 91, Resolves 1911). 
Acceptance of Chapter 634 Acts of 1911, entitled “An act to au- 
thorize the Counties of the Commonwealth to establish retirement 
system for their employees. “The return was properly made by 
the Constable and the voters assembled in the Town Hall at 6 
o'clock A. M., when those present found cards of instruction 
and all cards and specimen ballots posted. All election officers 
were sworn before commencing their duties. At two o’clock, 
- it was voted to keep the polls open until three o’clock. At that 
time it was voted to close them at 3.45 o’clock and they were 
closed at that time. At two o'clock, by direction of the presiding 
of election officers and Clerk, the ballot box was opened and 100 
ballots taken therefrom, for the tellers to commence work on. At 
closing of the polls, the check list was counted and 163 names 
. found checked. The ballot box registered 166. Ballots counted 
from the box was 163. They were sorted, counted and declara- 
tion made of the vote cast, the returns filled out properly, signed 
and sealed up, when meeting adjourned.

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Auditor’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


GENTLEMEN :—In submitting to you my report as Auditor 
for the last fiscal year, would say that I have examined the 
books of the various departments of the town and have found 
them to be in correct balance to date. As you will find in the 
tax collector’s report, there is a difference of $17.03 in 1908 taxes 
between the sum to be collected and the amount collected. ‘This 
was evidently and oversight and I find: that the amount received 
has been properly disposed of. 

By referring to the Selectmen’s report on State Aid you will 
observe the account overdrawn to the amount of $30.00. I would 
recommend that a like amount be appropriated to balance the ac- 
count and the recommendations of the Selectmen for the current | 
year be adopted. : 

The Treasurer’s books show a correct balance between in- 
come and expenditures and he hoids in his possession receipts 
and receipted bills to that effect. 

In my estimation I think it would be a benefit to the Town 
to act upon the following for the ensuing year as the state sys- 
tem of keeping ‘Town records is more practical and up to date 
than the present system used. I have had a talk personally with 
the Director of the Bureau of Statistics and he informs me that 
in his estimation the cost to install this system would be from 
$300 to $500. Of course this is something which cannot be de- 
termined exactly, but it will cost the Town the same as it costs 
the State, which is included in the state tax the following year. 
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CHAPTER 598, Acts or 1910. 


AN AcT RELATIVE TO THE AUDITING BY THE DIRECTOR OF THE 


BUREAU OF STATISTICS OF MUNICIPAL ACCOUNTS. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Any town at a town meeting lawfully called for 
the purpose, and any city by vote of its city council, may petition 
the director of the bureau of statistics for an audit of its accounts; 
and the director shall, as soon as possible after the receipt of such 
petition, cause the audit to be made. 

SECTION 2. At the time of making the audit of the accounts 
of any town as provided for in section one of this act, the director 
of the bureau of statistics shall prescribe for that town such a 
system of accounts as in his judgment will be most effective in 
securing uniformity of classification in the accounts of the towns 
of the commonwealth, and shall oversee the installation thereof. : 

SECTION 3. Any city in the commonwealth, by vote of its 
city council, may petition the director of the bureau of statistics 
to oversee the installation of a system of accounts approved by 
him; and the director, as soon as possible after the receipt of 
such petition, shall oversee the installation of such system of | 
accounts. 

SECTION 4. The director of the bureau of statistics, for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act, mav, subject to 
confirmation by the governor and council, from time to time ap- 
point additional assistants who shall receive such compensation 
as the governor and council may approve. 

SecTIon 5. ‘The said director, upon the completion of an 
audit made under the provisions of this act, shall render a report 
to the city government or the board of selectmen, as the case may 
be, embodying the results of his findings, with such suggestions as 
he may deem advisable for the proper administration of the city 
or town finances. 

Section 6. The expenses incurred under this act shall be 
paid in the first instance by the commonwealth; and the treas- 
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urer and receiver general shall thereupon issue his warrant, as 
provided in section thirty-four of Part I of chapter four hundred 
and ninety of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and nine, 
requiring the assessors of the cities and towns concerned to assess 
a tax to the amount of the said expenses, and the said amounts 
shall be collected and paid over to the treasurer and receiver 
general in the same manner as other state taxes.

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Report of the Superintendent of Highways. 


To the Selectmen of Bellingham: 


GENTLEMEN :—There has been considerable gravel put on 
the roads this year in all parts of the town. There was a piece 
from the bridge at Caryville mill to the Franklin line washed 
out in bad shape, and I could not get any teams at the north part 
so through the influence of Mr. Addison Bullard, I had the town 
of Franklin make the repairs, which cost $52.50 and when it was 
finished, Mr. Bullard had them roll it with the steam roller and 
it has made a good road. 

There has also been cinders put on the back road from Wm. 
Coombs’ to Stone’s and from the ByronWales corner to the Hol- 
brook corner. ‘The street railway furnished car and cinders. All 
it cost the town was for help—about $70. Also over Scott hill, 
eeeeeetaver, is. scarce, I had the gutters plowed, 
Seema the. road with. the road ~ machine, 
covering .up the stone and making a fairly good road 
for a small cost. I think the road should be widened from 
Taunton street, across the meadow to the foot of the hill south 
of the cemetery, at Norcross corner. This is a dangerous place 
as there are places two teams would have hard work to pass. 
This could be done in good shape for five hundred dollars. 

There is a culvert at the Naughton place in North Belling- 
ham that needs relaying ; also one in the center in front of 
Joseph Burr’s and Burt Hancock’s, as there is no water running 
through it.

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Tree Warden’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


In the report of last year, the last item, was concerning the 
trees bordering on, or within the limits of the highways, which 
are considered shade trees, and should not be cut without consult- 
ing the Tree Warden. ‘This year, I will call your attention to 
that fact first, that it may not be passed over, or forgotten. 

We were about two weeks late in beginning our work on 
the suppression of the elm leaf beetle, because of the illness of 
the parties who had been engaged to do the work. ‘The trees were 
well sprayed ; we used a stronger solution than last year, and this 
took nearly four hundred pounds of lead. 

A perplexing question has to be decided as to cutting trees, 
which abutters wish cut and for which a hearing is held, and 
the tree condemned by the Tree Warden, as to whether or not 
the town shall pay for the clearing away of the tree. If the 
town is responsible for the work, more money will have to be 
appropriated. 

After a careful estimate of the cost of lead, work, and 
incidentals, the Tree Warden feels that the least appropriation he 
can suggest for the coming year is $175; with this amount of 
money no more work can be done, than was done last year.

Report on Gypsy and Brown Tail [loths. 


To the Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN :—The “scouting” for the present year, has been 
finished. We found Gypsy Moths in seven localities, which are . 
three more than last year; one place is in Caryville where they 
were found two years ago. Without doubt the nests were there 
last year, but were under the bark, and so far from ne ground 
that they could not be seen. 7 

It is probable that the State Agent wil order the ground 
cleared from brush, the trees scraped and sprayed ; this is quite an 
expense as we discovered this year, when an oak had to be cleaned 
in a similar way. 

Brown Tails were found in large quantities all over town. 
The work of destruction, has not been wholly accomplished, be- 
cause of the severity of the weather during January, but will be 
attended to as soon as advisable. 

According to law, all real estate owners are respon for. 
removing the nests from their trees, and they have all been so noti- 
fied. If individuals do not clean their own trees, the town is 
obliged to do so, and may charge the expense to the owners, so 
far, however, the town has-done the work free of individual charge. 

When. the books were closed last year, we had bills of over 
fifty dollars, unpaid; this year, our unpaid bills, are not over 
twenty-five dollars. | 

We ask for $150 this year, Ati aiten that will square all ac- 
counts and do the necessary work.

LI'e the Board of Trustees of the Bellingham Free Public Library: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Bellingham Free 
Public Library for the year ending Jan. 31, 1912: 

The main endeavor has been in the direction of beneficial 
work for service to the public. 


Longer hours on the opening days have been given to give 


out books and to users at the Reading table. 

Buying books oftener is a gained policy measuring quality for 
how amiss it is to look for quantity in choosing books. What the 
readers want in different sections of our town is practical remem- 
bering we buy for men, women, boys, girls and little folks.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT ~ 
OF SCHOOLS. 


Lo the School Committee of Bellingham: 


The eighteenth annual report of the superintendent of 
schools is herewith presented. 

Judged as a whole, I think your schools are in better con- 
dition and are doing better work than at any previous time since 
they came under my supervision. ‘The teachers are earnest and 
devoted, most of the pupils are willing workers, and there have 
been but few troublesome cases of discipline. ‘These are natural 
and almost inevitable results wherever unity of pupose, profes- 
sional spirit, and loyal co-operation prevail. It is a mathematical 
axiom that the whole is greater than any of its parts. So in team 
work, the team is larger and more important than any individual 
member composing it, and in a school system, the individuals are 
but the parts of a larger and more important whole. This has 
been a year of team work. : 

It would be very gratifying to all teachers and school officials 
if the parents would visit schools more and see for themselves 
the kind and quality of work their children are doing and the 
amount of effort they are putting forth. One school in town is 
conspicuous for the active, concentrated, and sustained attention 
of the pupils to every item of school work. In several others, 
the interest and responsiveness of the pupils would first be noticed 
by a visitor. Another is doing some especially fine work with 
muscular movement writing. All of the pupils are much inter- 
ested in the drawing and have done remarkably well. Other 
features of special excellence might be mentioned. 

The kindness and generosity of the Grange in offering prizes 
for the best essays on bird life and its protection were very much 
appreciated. The pupils took a deep interest in the subject, 
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and the search for material tended to impress them with its im- 
portance. While the experience was entirely new to the children, 
and for this reason, perhaps a little difficult, it was of distinct 
benefit to them. Our sincere thanks are hereby extended to the 
Grange. 

We did not get past the summer vacation without some - 
changes in teachers. The resignation of Miss Sadler occurred 
in the spring, and Miss Catherine Lyman was appointed as a 
substitute for the remainder of the year. Her work was so satis- 
factory that the appointment was made permanent. Miss Black- 
man secured a very desirable situation in Orange, New Jersey, and 
Miss Lena DeLoura was elected to fill the vacancy. Miss Straw 
was offered a higher salary to go to Franklin, and Miss Lucretia 
Gale succeeded her at South Bellingham. All of the new teach- 
ers are graduates of normal or training schools, and at the present 
writing are doing good work. 

“The attendance is not quite so regular as it should be, es- 
pecially at South Bellingham. There are a few pupils here who 
remain out for very slight reasons. In most cases it is more the 
fault of the parent than of the child. These parents do not 
seem to understand that the law requires every child between 
seven and fourteen years of age to attend school all the time the 
schools are in session. There are certain exceptions, but none that 
apply to this school. The law goes a step farther than to: re- 
quire a child to merely attend school. He must learn something. 
He must acquire a certain amount of knowledge, and this in 
the English language, before he can secure a labor certificate. 

The prevalence of smallpox during the early part of the 
school year in several parts of New England, and especially in 
Rhode Island, lent importance to the fact that some of our 
pupils have not been vaccinated. According to law no child shall 
be allowed to attend school unless he has been successfully vac- 
cinated or presents a certificate from a physician stating that he is 
not a fit subject for vaccination. While we have not a very large 
number of children who have failed to comply with the law, 
the experience of last fall convinces me that we should not have 
any. It was said that the rapid spread of smallpox in Rhode 
Island was due to the fact that the law relating to vaccination had 
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not been properly enforced by the school authorities. I have 
no means of knowing how much truth there may have been in the 
statement, but it is certainly unsafe and unwise for us to be lax 
in the matter. 

The fact that South Bellingham is especially exposed to 
danger from contagious diseases was alluded to in last year’s 
report. It lies on the border of a large manufacturing area 
and is practically continuous with Woonsocket. Hundreds of 
people pass through Bellingham every day on their way from one 
manufacturing town to another, and during an epidemic of any 
contagious disease, would constitute an element of danger. If 
smallpox should break out in Woonsocket, it probably would mean 
the compulsory vaccination of every pupil in town not previously 
vaccinated, even if the outbreak occurred in the cold of mid-winter. 
It is hoped that all parents of unvaccinated children will be con- 
vinced of the greater safety and convenience of having the matter 
attended to during the coming summer vacation. I would further 
recommend that no child be allowed to enter school in September 
until he has fully complied with the law relating to vaccination. 


The custom of bringing all the schools together for Me-- 


morial Day exercises is a good one. It is a little strenuous for the 
teachers, and perhaps for the pupils also, but it is worth while. 
The exercises this last year were especially creditable. 

Throughout the year we have kept in mind the now generally 


accepted truth that a knowledge of facts and a facility with — 


processes are not the only things to be gained in school. ‘Training 
is often more important than information, and character more im- 
portant than either. Mental discipline, correct habits, high ideals, 
and earnestness of purpose are of quite as much value in the busi- 
ness world as a knowledge of books. We are trying to teach the 
child to be as well as to know.
